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The Week in Brief 


News 

United States production and sales of dyes in 1924 
declined slightly more than 25 per cent. below 1923, 
according to a report by the U. S. Tariff Commis- 
sion, owing to decreased activity in the textile trade, 
increased imports and smaller exports. 

March dye imports increased to 527,964 pounds, com- 
pared with 373,257 pounds imported in February, 
this year, and 302,799 pounds, imported in March, 
1924. . Medicinal chemicals show a heavy decrease. 

The decision of the Appellate Court of the District 
of Columbia that costs of production are not trade 
secrets will be appealed to the U. S. Supreme Court 
in order to obtain a final ruling, owing to the effect 
on enforcement of the flexible proviso of the Tariff 
Act. 

Chemists discussed the use of dyes in medicine, rust 
and corrosion, and potash at meetings of the various 
sections of the American Chemical Society. 

Friedrich Bayer & Co., of Leverkusen, Germany, and 
the A. G. F. A. (Aktiengesellschaft fuer Anilin Fab- 
rikation) have formed a mutual sales service. 


" Markets 
Demand for industrial chemicals is at low point of year. 
Prices fairly well sustained. Potassium chlorate not 
available on spot or for nearby shipment. Acetone 
strong. 








Intermediates remain dull with prices likely to be slash- 
ed for real large orders. Benzene stronger owing 
to good demand. Other light oils continue sold 
ahead. 


Vegetable oils register practically no improvement and 
demand remains at standstill. Linseed oil higher. 
Animal oils in fair routine demand. Fish oils are 
quiet but prices are firm. 

Fine chemicals showed very little activity with buy- 
ers wary of laying in any supplies. Bromides higher 
for shipment from Germany. Camphor and menthol 
quiet. Qticksilver firm on spot. 

Crude drugs show a sharp advance in insect flowers 
with buchu leaves at the lowest point they have been 
for some years. Ergot, dandelion root and sassafras 
somewhat easier and manna, quassia chips and sarsa- 
parilla stronger.

ARBITRATION VS. COURT COSTS 


If the unnecessary court costs and lawyers’ fees 
paid by American industry in the course of a year 
were lumped, they would probably support all the 
hospitals in the country and leave a surplus for 
other useful purposes. Americans are great wasters 
when it comes to the maintenance of their ‘‘rights’’ 
in legal action. Too frequently ten thousand dol- 
lars are spent in the courts when only a thousand 
dollars and a supposed principle are at stake. 
Belligerent individuals waste their money and clog 
the courts for the satisfalction of personal grudges. 
Without a doubt, the courts could be freed of 
more than half the current litigation by a better 
exercise of common sense. 

Since the war, the chemical and drug trades have 
seen a number of expensive court actions within 
their ranks. In the majority of cases, suits have 
been for failure to deliver on contract or refusal 
to aecept contract deliveries. In some instances, 
litigation has dragged on for months, appeals have 
been taken, and waste of executives’ valuable time, 
and money losses, have been heavy. In every case, 
a special board of arbitration could have settled 
the differences not only far more expertly, but 
with less loss of time and expense to the litigants. 

Some industries have arbitration committees 
which are working successfully to-day. Others 
have tried, but have fallen by the wayside. The 
arbitration method for the settlement of commer- 
cial disputes, however, is unquestionably sound, 
and failure has been due more to mistakes of or- 
ganization than to any defect in the principle of 
arbitration. As for the chemical and manufactur- 
ing drug industries, the technical character of the 
business makes arbitration particularly desirable. 
Anybody who has watched a judge and jury listen 
to intricate technical testimony on chemicals, ap- 
preciates this ani understands why court action 
is so Jaboriously slow. The possibilities of intro- 
dueing arbitration effectively in chemical and drug 
disputes, perhaps with the co-operation of the Ar- 
bitration Conference Board, is being investigated 
by Drue & Cnemicat Markets and a full report 
on the subject will be published in the near future. 





ARE COSTS A TRADE SECRET? 


Following the decision of the Court of Appeals 
of the District of Columbia, at Washington, hold- 
Ing that costs of productien are not trade secrets, 


it becomes necessary to carry the case to the 
United States Supreme Court in order to make 
the flexible tariff workable Without the guaranty 
of secrecy the Tariff Commission will be helpless 
to carry out the flexible features of the act because 
manufacturers will not supply the information 
regarding costs which is essential to a decision for 
an increase or decrease in the duty. The Appellate 
Court’s ruling that the term ‘‘trade secrets’’ 
means ‘‘an unpatented, secret, commercially valu- 
able plan, appliance, formula or process which is 
used for making, preparing, compounding or 
treating articles or materials,’’ and that costs of 
production cannot be regarded as trade secrets, 
acts as a temporary stay on further proceedings 
under the flexible proviso, and the only alternative 
is to obtain a decision from the highest court. 

The Tariff Commission won its case because the 
Court of Appeals dismissed the petition of the 
Norwegian Nitrogen Products Co. for a writ of 
mandamus, but the court’s criticism, that the 
Commission exceeded its authority, opens the way 
for a contestant in flexible tariff proceedings to 
obtain an order permitting inspection of the rec- 
ords. The court holds that the law passed by 
Congress gives parties the right ‘‘to be present, 
to preduce evidence and to be heard at the hear- 
ings.’’? If the Commission limits a contestant to 
the mere form of producing evidence and making 
an argument, without being informed of the other 
party’s claims, the court holds, the contestant and 
even the Commission itself would have no protec- 
tion from unreliable data, insufficient evidence and 
mistaken conclusions of fact, which might be 
checked by the presentation of evidence to offset 
that of the petitioner for an increase or decrease 
in the duty. 

The right to produce evidence is not in itself 
of value, says the court, if the contestant knows 
nothing of the data collected by the Commission, 
or of the facts and evidence submitted to the Com- 
mission. The opposition could not meet the peti- 
tion of the American Nitrogen Products Co., the 
Court says, because it was supplied only with a 
deleted copy from which material allegations were 
omitted, especially the costs of production. 

While the argument seems logical the fact must 
not be overlooked that the Tariff Commission 
heard both sides fully and carried out the provi- 
sions of the Act which empower the Commission 
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to gather the economic facts. Having done so, the 
Commission made the recommendation that the 
tariff on sodium nitrite be increased. The Com- 
mission had all the facts, and the President ap- 
proved of the Commission’s findings. The fishing 
expedition undertaken by a skillful lawyer with a 
view to finding out the costs of production of the 
American Nitrogen Products Co. was successful 
only in so far as it showed the way to future liti- 
gants by which they may be able to upset the 
flexible proviso of the Tariff Act. The Appellate 
Court refused to grant a mandamus on the ground 
that since the President had changed the rate the 
matter was out of the hands of the Commission. 





PEPPERMINT OF THE ELITE 

In response to opinions published in a recent 
issue of Drug & Cnemican Markets on the 
admission of Japanese peppermint oil into the 
American market, a distiller of peppermint in the 
Middle West has stated that the five or six biggest 
consumers of peppermint oil in the United States 
would not use Japanese oil if they had the chance. 
No matter what the price of American oil, these 
users would not take the Japanese product, even 
at one half of the price, for fear of jeopardizing 
the quality of their finished products. 

These consumers aré unquestionably wise. All 
of them make chewing gum or confections in which 
a change of oil might give a different flavor. All 
of them make and sell products of which the 
peppermint flavor is the outstanding character- 
istic. But, what of the manufacturer of denti- 
frices, non-U.S.P. drug products, and hundreds of 
confections wherein peppermint is used in a lim- 
ited wavy? Many of them would undoubtedly be 
glad of the chance to obtain something outside of 
American peppermint oil at a much lower price. 

To take the attitude that nobody should be al- 
lowed to use any peppermint but the American, 
simply because a few of the biggest consumers will 
use no other, is decidedly illogical. A market exists 
for all kinds of products from the best at high 
prices to the poorest at low prices. If choice or 
financial expediency dictate that a person shall 
buy a cheap peppermint product, the privilege of 
filling this demand should not be denied any manu- 
facturer if his goods are not a detriment to public 
health. 


The ease of Japanese peppermint is analogous 
to numerous other products wherein quality is a 
factor. Because a Fifth Avenue tailor can and 
does charge a hundred and fifty or two hundred 
dollars fer an all wool suit, correctly tailored, is it 
any reason why cheap shoddy and cotton suits 
should be barred off the market? To get closer to 
the question, a perfumer may buy a nine dollar 
otto of rose, but this does not mean that the maker 
of five-and-ten-cent-store odors should not buy a 
two dollar rose substitute. The case of Japanese 
peppermint is analogous in hundreds of instances

where quality is the factor. Because a half-dozen 
leading consumers will not buy it, is no argument 
wky hundreds of others should not. 





Recognition of two American chemists, who, 
working in the Color Trade Laboratory of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, have 
made discoveries which have enabled American 
fast color vat dyes to compete successfully with 
German dyes, not only in this country but in Ger- 
many itself, cause one to hark back to the time, 
not more than five years ago, when it was the 
proud boast of Germany that her chemists alone 
were able to produce vat dyes. American resource 
and initiative have often discomfitted European 
manufacturers and brought America to the fore 
Selling American phthalic anhydride at 18 cent 
a pound when Germany’s pre-war price for this 
basis for vat dyes was 30 cents, is an accomplish- 
ment of no mean significance when taken in the 
light of Germany’s boasted superiority. 








Ten Years Ago 








From the April 14, 1915, issue of “Drug & Chemical 
Markets”: 


Rapid progress is being made on the plant now in 
the course of construction at Pittsburgh for the purpose 
of testing Dr. Walter F. Rittman’s processes for obtain- 
ing benzol and toluol from crude oil. 

Carbolic acid is still batting well over 300 per cent. 
as the season opens. It is firm at a minimum inside 
price of $1.15 and up to $1.35 is being demanded and 
paid according to the latest reports. 

Confirmation of the report that Washington and Ber- 
lin are coming to an agreement with London on the 
shipping of certain goods to this port from Germany, 
seems to be found by the offers of aniline oil in this 
market at $1,50 in the last week. Previously none was 
to be had at any price, and none was promised. 

First faint calls from mining companies, Alaskan 
concerns especially, are being heard in this market. 
They are calling for cyanide, the mixture or the “straight 
stuff,” both of which are now held up to 35c per pound. 

Peppermint oil has been advanced to a minimum of 
$1.70 per pound, with $1.75 usually the low figure and 
$1.80 frequently demanded. The firmness in peppermint 
oil js due in part to a rather short crop and to the fact 
that producers co-operated to hold down shipments to 
primary markets and not overload dealers. 

Work on the construction of the building for the 
$200,000 dye works of the Midvale Chemical Co. of St. 
Louis, Mo., has been started at Elizabeth, N. J. The 
plant in New Jersey will provide employment for about 
300 men, and the backers of the proposition expect to 
make enough dyes to supply textile manufacturers along 
the entire Northern half of the Atlantic seaboard. Dr. 
Adolph Kiereir of Berlin will be in charge of the plant 
and Leslie M. Simpson and George W. Hunter, both 
of St. Louis, are heavily interested financially.

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U.S. Production of Dyes Declined in 1924 





Output 28 Per Cent. Less Than in 1923—Sales 27 Per 
Cent. Lower Than Previous Year—Tariff Commission 
Says Reduction Is Due to Decreased Activity in Tex- 
tile Industry—Contributing Factors Were Stocks Car- 
ried Over from 1923, Increased Imports and Smaller 
Exports—Domestic Dye Prices Two Per Cent. Less 
Than Average in 1923—Indigo Average Price in 1924 
Was Less Than 22 Cents Per Pound, Compared With 
23 Cents in 1923—Effect of Tariff Reduction on Im- 
ports. 

(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 
Washington, D. C., April 15.—In a preliminary report 
on the production, sales, exports and imports of dyes 
and intermediates, during 1924, the United States Tarift 

Commission says a domestic production of about 67,- 

000,000, pounds of coal-tar dyes, with a value of about 

$36,000,000, is indicated. This quantity represents a 28 

per cent. decline from that of 1923, which was the largest 

in the history of the industry. The sales of dyes in 

1924 were about 63,200,000 pounds with a value of $35,- 

800,000. This is a 27 per cent. decrease in quantity and 

a 28 per cent. decrease in value from sales during 1923. 
The principal reason for the decline in quantity of the 

dye output in 1924 was the decreased activity of the 

textile industry. Among other factors contributing to a 

reduced production were (1) stocks carried over from 

1923, amounting to over 7,000,000 pounds; (2) increased 

imports following the 15 per cent. reduction in the tariff, 


effective Sept. 22, 1924, and (3) a reduction in exports 


amounting to 2,211,109 pounds. 
The following table shows a comparison of domestic 
production and sales for 1914 and 1920 to 1924, inclusive.

Decline in Domestic Dye Prices 

The weighted average price of all domestic dyes sold 
in 1924 was two per cent. less than the average of 1923. 
The following tabulation shows the trend of the average 
Price of domestic coal-tar colors in recent years.

The average sales price of indigo in 1924 was less 
than 22 cents per pound, compared with 23 cents in 
1923. The current price of indigo is 14 cents per pound 
which is below that of 1923 when our entire supply 
Was imported from Germany and Switzerland. 

In accordance with the provisions of paragraph 27 
and 28 of the Tariff Act of 1922, the ad valorem duty

on dyes and other finished coal-tar products was reduced 
on September 22, 1924, from 60 to 45 per cent., and the 
duty on intermediates, from 55 to 40 per cent. The 
specific duty of 7 cents per pound on both groups of 
products remained wnchanged. In the Commission's 
report of 1923 it was pointed out that this tariff reduc- 
tion would more directly affect the imports of higher 
priced dyes. 

The average monthly imports of dyes for the period, 
October, 1924, to March, 1925, inclusive, was 452,636 
pounds, a 153 per cent increase over the monthly aver- 
age of the first nine months of 1924 preceding the re- 
duction in duties on dyes. The improvement in the tex- 
tile trade in the last three months of 1924 was a factor 
in the increased imports after September. The increase 
iti the average monthly import since the tariff reduction 
indicates increased competition from foreign dyes. These 
dyes are almost entirely of German and Swiss origin 
and ‘consist largely of the higher cost types of dyes used 
for special purposes.

Relation of Production to Consumption 

The imports of coal-tar dyes in 1924 were 4.5 per cent 
of the total production by quantity, and 8 per cent. by 
value. They were by quantity 5.5 per cent. of the ap- 
parent consumption, assuming this to be equivalent to 
production plus imports minus exports. The dyes pro- 
duced in the United States, based on preliminary figures, 
accordingly, supplied about 94.5 per cent. of the appar- 
ent consumption of coal-tar dyes, and in addition, there 
was an exportable surplus of certain dyes. 

Exports of Coal-Tar Dyes 

The total exports of coal-tar dyes in 1924 totaled 15,- 
713,091 pounds, a decrease of 2,211,445 pounds from that 
of the previous year. The value of the exports in 1924 
was $5,635,064, an increase of $69,693 over that of 1923. 
These figures represent a decline of 12 per egy 

e 
cecline in quantity in face of a slight increase in value is 
probably due to an increase in the quantity of indigo 
powder (100 per cent.) exported in place of indigo paste 
(20 per cent). In this case the exports for 1924 show 
little change from those of 1923. 
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Our export trade in dyes of domestic manufacture 
consists very largely of indigo and sulfur black which 
have been shipped mostly to the markets of the Far 
East. The domestic producers have maintained an ex- 
port trade on these two dyes for several years. Keen 
competition has been encountered in foreign markets 
from German and Swiss manufacturers, particularly from 
the former since the effect of the occupation of the 
Ruhr in 1923 has disappeared. 


United States Large Consumer of Vat Dyes 

The vat dyes, used mostly on cotton, are of exception- 
a! interest on account of their high fastness and resist- 
ance to modern laundry treatment. The production of 
this class of dyes is probably the most important single 
advance in the field of synthetic dyes since the discovery 
of the first dye nearly seventy years ago. As a result 
of their use, the ultimate consumer is now able to buy 
dyed fabrics under guarantee as to the fastness of the 
color. 

Before the war, no vat dyes were produced in the 
United States. After the production of indigo was de- 
veloped in this country, the production of vat dyes was 
started and has shown a rapid increase since 1917. At 
the present time, the United States is producing about 
one-half of its requirements of this group of colors. 
During 1924 commercial production of several important 
vat dyes was reported for the first time; these include 
Golden Orange RRT and G; Hydron Orange R, and 
Scarlet BB, and several blues and browns. As a result, 
the domestic production of vat colors includes most 
of the important ones which are consumed in large 
quantities. 

In 1924 the production of vat dyes, other than indigo, 
was 1,340,000 pounds, as compared with a production of 
1,766,383 pounds in 1923, a decline of 25 per cent. which 
is slightly less than the decline in the total output of 
all dyes. The following table shows the production 
and imports of these dyes since 1920, together with the 
imports during 1914, when this group was not produced 
in the United States.

New Dyes Produced 

In the year 1924, commercial production in the United 
States of many valuable dyes was first reported. These 
include colors which have been previously imported, 
in certain cases in large quantities. Their manufacture 
in this country is an important step toward a self-con- 
tained domestic dye industry. In addition to the new 
vat dyes already mentioned, there were produced in 
1924 the prototypes of Diaminogen Blue, Trisulphon

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Seek Final Decision on Trade Secrets 





Tariff Commission Would Be Handicapped in Enforc- 
ing Flexible Proviso of the Tariff Act, if Ruling of 
Appellate Court of District of Columbia is Affirmed 
—Commission Cites Clause in Tariff Act of 1916 
Which Forbids Disclosures of “Trade Secrets or Pro- 
cesses”—Belief That Manufacturers Will Refuse to 
Supply Information if Records are Made Accessible 
to All—Commission Won Case on Main Point on 
Ground that the Matter Was No Longer in Its Hands, 
Because the President Had Increased the Tariff on 
Sodium Nitrite. 

The Tariff Commission has issued a statement on the 
conditions arising from the decision of the District of 
Columbia Court of Appeals that costs of production 
are not “trade secrets” within the meaning of the law, 
in the case of Norwegian Nitrogen Products Co. which 
asked for a mandamus compelling the Tariff Com- 
mission to disclose the costs submitted by American 
Nitrogen Products Co. The petition was dismissed 
on the ground that the case was no longer in the hands 
of the Commission because the President had already 
increased the duty on sodium nitrite on the Commis- 
sion’s recommendation. The statement says: 

“The opinion of the Court of Appeals in Norwegian 
Nitrogen Products Co. case affirms the judgment of 
the lower court, denying a writ of mandamus against 
the Tariff Commission; but it makes certain observa- 
tions on the sort of hearing required, and the question 
whether individual costs of production furnished the 
commission are protected from disclosure by the statute 
forbidding trade secrets to be divulged. © 

“The Court of Appeals holds that the appeal in this 
case was rendered moot by the action of the Presi- 
dent in proclaiming the change of duty, nevertheless 
it proceeds to discuss some of the questions raised 
on that appeal, notwithstanding the determination that 
the cause no longer exists. The views expressed, al- 
though of interest and value, do not purport to affect 
the result as to the matter originally in controversy. 


“In every investigation the Tariff Commission gives 
out all the data and information possible, without 
disclosing the individual production costs of partic- 
ular producers, foreign or domestic. If it did not 
tefuse to divulge these data, it may be doubted whether 
any foreign production costs whatever could be ob- 
tained. The view heretofore followed has been that 
an investigation means precisely what the word im- 
ports, and that the hearing incidént to it is not for 
the purpose of trying out a contest between interested 
parties, whether importers, consumers or producers, 
but for the purpose of informing the commission and 
enabling it the better to report to the President. 

“While the tariff act of 1922 designated the Tariff 
Commission as the agency for conducting the inves- 
tigations required to assist the President in exercis- 
ing his powers under the flexible section, that act 
did not confer any new investigational powers upon 
the commission. All its investigational powers are 
derived from the organic act of 1916, creating the 
commission and defining its functions and capacities. 
It is from that statute that the commission gets the 
tight of access to the producers’ books, and the power 
to summon witnesses and compel the production of 
books and documents. 

“To the exercise of these investigational powers, 
by means of which individual production costs are 


ditions. Section 706 of the act of 1916 provides that 
no person shall be prosecuted on account of any 
matter as to which he may be required to testify or 
produce evidence. The second condition is the pro- 
vision in section 708 making it unlawful for any mem- 
ber of the Tariff Commission, or any other Government 
efficer, ‘to divulge in any manner whatever not pro- 
vided for by law to any person, the trade secrets or 
Processes of any person, firm, copartnership, corpora- 
tion or association embraced in any investigation con- 
ducted by the commission.’ 

“The inquiry thus reduces itself to the question 
whether individual costs of production are ‘trade secrets’ 
in the sense of this prohibition. 

“Prior to the passage of the flexible tariff, Con- 
gress had been repeatedly advised by the Tariff Com- 
mission’s reports that section 708 was being construed 
as proclaiming individual costs of production, care 
being taken to state all information in such manner as 
not to disclose any producers’ cost figure. It has been 
thought that Congress has recognized and sanctioned 
this view. 

“It is to be feared that a construction placed upon 
‘trade secrets,’ confining the term to an unpatented 
secret, commercially valuable appliance, formula or 
process, would, if generally applied, make the flexible 
tariff provision exceedingly difficult to carry out. 

“The commission cannot but feel that the protection 
of individual cost figures heretofore invariably accord- 
ed under the law against disclosing trade secrets is of 
vital concern to the effective execution of the present 
flexible tariff provisions.” 


GERMAN METHANOL KILLING U.S. INDUSTRY 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MaRKETS) 

Baltimore, Md., April 15.—America’s $100,000,000 wood 
distillation industry was declared to be threatened with 
extinction at the closfag fession of the American 
Chemical Society. Germans are making synthetic 
methanol, formerly known as wood alcohol, from water 
gas, and are shipping it into this country in such 
quantities, it was declared, as to arouse fears that the 
American production of methanol from hardwood will 
be wiped out. 

Harrison E. Howe of Washington, D. C., summed 
up the American situation as follows: “We have 
frequently contended that the only insurance against 
the disaster which comes with a loss of markets, be- 
cause your competitors know more, is to be found in 
the proper support of scientific work. For some time 
we have heard of the perfection of methods for syn- 
thesizing methanol from carbon monoxide and water 
vapor. 

“These reports were at first regarded as rumors. 
They could not be confirmed. Even the represent- 
atives of the foreign companies doubted the accuracy 
of the statements. Today, as much as 50,000 gallons 
of synthetic methanol has been imported in a single 

onth, and our information is that the costs are so 
much lower than for the manufacture of methanol 
by the distillation of wood that this competition will 
not be affected by high tariffs.”

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CHLORATE OF POTASH DUTY INCREASED 
President Advances Rate from 114 Cents per Pound to 
2% Cents, Under Flexible Clause of Tariff Act—Re- 
quest Made by North American Chemical Co.—High- 
er Rate Opposed by Diamond Match Co., Large Con- 
sumers. 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL Markets) 


Washington, April 15.—Acting under the flexible clause 
of the tariff law, President Coolidge has advanced the 
duty on potassium chlorate from 1% cents to 2% cents 
2 pound, The report of the Tariff Commission recom- 
mending the increase was unanimous. The proclama- 
tion says in part: 

“Whereas, the United States Tariff Commission has 
made an investigation to assist the President in ascer- 
taining the differences in costs of production and of all 
other facts and conditions enumerated in said section with 
respect to the article described in Paragraph 80 cf Title 
I. of said tariff act of 1922, namely, potassium chlorate, 
being wholly or in part the growth or product of the 
United States and of and with respect to a like or sim- 
ilar article wholly or in part the growth or product of 
competing foreign countries; 

“Whereas, in the course of said investigation a hear- 
ing was held, of which reasonable public notice was 
given, and at which parties interested were given reason- 
able opportunity to be present, to produce evidence, and 
to be heard; 

“And whereas the President, on said investigation 
of said differences in costs of production of said article 
wholly or in part the growth or product of the United 
States and of the like or similar articls wholly or in 
part the growth or product of competing foreign coun- 
tries, has thereby found that the principal competing 
country is Germany, and that the duty fixed in said title 
and act does not equalize the differences in cost of 
production in the United States and in said principal 
competing country, namely, Germany, and has ascertain- 
ed and determined the increased rate of duty aecessary 
to equalize the same; 

“Now, therefore I, Calvin Coolidge, President of the 
United States of America, do hereby determine and pro- 
claim that the increase in the rate of duty provided in 
said act shown by said ascertained differences in said 
costs of production necessary to equalize the same is as 
follows: 

“An increase in said duty on potassium chlorate (with- 
in the limit of total increase provided for in said act) 
from 1% cents per pound to 2% cents per pound.” 

Application for an increase in the rate of duty on pot- 
assium chlorate was filed with the commission by North 
American Chemical Co., Bay City, Mich., and a request 
for a reduction in duty was filed by Diamond Match Co., 
New York. Makers of matches and fireworks are large 
users of potassium chlorate. It is also used in cloth 
printing and in medicine.

Last week was reported to be the dullest week yet 
noted in the industrial chemical market this year. Spot 
trading was at a standstill in practically all quarters and 
domestic manufacturers were reporting a noticeable de- 
cline in contract withdrawals.

Despite another reduction in gasoline prices during 
the week, benzene remained tairly steady. While some 
factors were quoting benzene prices at a cent below 
current levels, there were very limited supplies ob- 
tainable in those quarters and most of them reported a 
sold-up condition at the moment with shipment at 
those prices possible in about a week. The situation 
is quite strong and a curtailment in coking operations 
would be likely to steady the market at its present 
prices since the demand from gasoline quarters will 
continue to increase for several months. Other light 
oil distillates were not obtainable on spot and factors 
reported a sold-up condition for some weeks ahead. 

Intermediates continued quiet with mdmufacturers 
reporting a general soft condition. While no further 
open cuts in quotations were announecd, makers in- 
dicated that this was only because there was not 
enough business in sight to warrant any such effort. 
Sales were few and smaller factors who were anxious 
to move their stocks were taking them at concessions 
that the larger makers were unwilling to meet. 


Crudes 
Benzene—Owing to further cut in gasoline some fac- 
tors have openly quoted lower prices Ic gal. below 
published prices. Despite this the situation is strong 
since not large amounts are obtainable at these prices 
and nothing is obtainable for immediate delivery. In- 
creased consumption in. gasoline quarters as well as 
curtailment in coking operations, which is more than 
likely owing to over-production of steel, will prob- 
ably steady the market at present quotations or at 

not more than Ic below them. 
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Naphthalene—Lack of interest continues to be re- 
ported and the outlook is not promising. Substitutes 
ere said to be having their effect and any great move- 
ment of supplies is unlikely for insecticide purposes. 
The movement for intermediate uses is at a stand- 
still. Large stocks continue in refiners hands. 

Phenol—Market remains without particular feature.

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NATURAL INDIGO OUTPUT DECREASING 


The area in South India sown with indigo up to 
Dec. 1, last, is estimated at 57,600 acres, compared with 
95,900 acres for the same period of 1923. This repre- 
sents a decrease of 40 per cent. Yields below normal 
are reported from Vizagapatam, Godavery, Chingleput, 
South Arcot, North Arcot, Salem, and Trichinopoly, ac- 
cording to the Department of Agriculture, Madras Pres- 
idency. 

German, English, and American synthetic dyes are 
being imported by the Indian textile factories to such 
an extent as to seriously affect the Indian natural dye 
industry. A large proportion of the crop now grown 
is cut and ploughed under as a convenient form of 
dressing. This practice appears to be increasing, and 
there is no reliable information as to the percentage 
of the crop actually manufactured into dye. The max- 
imum possible yield from 57,600 acres would be about 
700 long tons, according to Consul A, R. Thomason, 
Madras, India. 





February exports of logwood extract amounted to 149,- 
423 pounds, valued at $18,857, and exports of other dye 
extracts for the same month totaled $66,824 pounds, 
valued at $8,980, according to the Department of Com- 
merce.

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FIND NEW USES FOR DYES IN MEDICINE 
(Special to Drug & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 

Baltimore, Md., April 15—The American Chemical 
Society’s closing days were devoted to a discussion of 
the use of dyes in medicine. Chemistry will aid the 
advance of medicine, Professor Johnson said. The 
chemistry of bacteria assumes an unusual importance 
when it is realized that with bacteria thoroughly un- 
derstood from the chemical viewpoint it may be pos- 
sible to cause them to enter into combinations with 
chemical compounds, thereby causing their death. It 
might be possible, Dr. Johnson explained, to introduce 
through the mouth or by injection into the blood 
stream or muscle of a patient a* chemical preparation 
to be carried to the part of the body harboring the 
bacteria. 

Mercury dyestuffs show promise in the treatment of 
blood poisoning, it was said by Professor George W. 
Raiziss of the University of Pennsylvania. Announce- 
ment was also made by Dr. Oskar Baudisch and David 
Davidson of Rockefeller Institute of Medical Reseearch, 
New York, that they have definitely shown that the 
colorless pyrimidine, uracil, is related more closely than 
has ever been suspected with the well known blue dye, 
indigo. By oxidizing uracil under proper conditions, 
these investigators stated, they have been able to prepare 
an intensely yellow dye. Further oxidation leads to the 
formation of an intense scarlet dye which definitely 
belongs in the class of indigo dyes. 





R. Norris Shreve, chairman of the Dye Division of 
the American Chemical Society, referring to the quota- 
tion in the press of April 8, said he was incorrectly 
quoted as saying that fadeless vat dyes are now being 
produced in the United States at prices below their 
cost in Germany. “What I said,” Mr. Shreve explained, 
“was that phthalic anhydride, a most important raw 
material for vat dyes, is being produced by a new 
process which wgs developed by the color laboratory 
of the U. S. Department of Agriculture and is now 
being manufactured and sold at one-third the value 
of prior war material.”

Trading in the oil market remained at a low point 
over the week although prices were fairly well main- 
tained and the number of advances was equal to the 
number of declines.

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Badische Denies Sale of Methanol Patent 


Rights to Use Luenawerke Process in United States Not 
Sold to Du Pont or Anybody Else, Germans State— 
Badische in Gentlemen’s Agreement With German 
Wood Chemical Manufacturers Not to Undersell in 
Home Market—New Synthetic Anti-Knock Motor 
Fuel, “Synthol” as Methanol By-Product—Du Pont 
and General Motors Negotiating for American Rights 
for New Product. 

(Special Cable to Druc & CuEmIcAL MarKETS) 

Berlin, April 15.—The patent rights for the manufac- 
ture of synthetic methanol in the United States, owned 
by the Badische Anilin & Soda Fabrik, and used at the 
Luenawerke at Merseberg, have not been sold to Du 
Pont or anybody else, according to a telegraphic denial 
received here. Little credence is given the denial, how- 
ever, as this is the customary procedure among the 
big German chemical concerns until negotiations are 
completed and formal announcement is made. The sale 
of large quantities of synthetic methanol to Du Pont 
has no bearing on the rights to manufacture the material 
in the States, the report states. 

The new synthetic motor fuel, “Synthol,” reputed to 
have valuable anti-knock properties in high compression 
motors, and which is now being manufactured as a by- 
product of the methanol plant at Merseberg, however, 
is the object of negotiations now being carried on be- 
tween Du Pont and General Motors Corp. in the United 
States and Badische in Germany, the telegram states. 
The two American companies are reported angling for 
the rights in the States. Negotiations are being carried 
on in London. 

In order not to put the German wood chemical in- 
dustry out of business, a “gentlemen’s agreement” be- 
tween Badische and the wood alcohol distillers has been 
consummated in which Badische agrees not to under- 
sell the wood chemical firms in the home market. This 
does not prevent shipments of cheap synthetic wood al- 
cohol to the American market. If Du Pont does manu- 
facture synthetic methanol at Clinchfield, Virginia, as 
reported here several weeks ago, an agreement between 
Badische and Du Pont regarding the limitation of ship- 
ments to the American market is likely, as is some ar- 
rangement with the wood chemical producers of Amer- 
ica to eliminate a competitive price war. 





GERMAN DYE MAKERS UNITE SALES FORCES 

Friedrich Bayer & Co., Leverkusen, Germany, has 
made an agreement for a mutual sales service with the 
A. G. F. A. (Aktiengesellschaft fuer Anilin Fabrikation, 
Berlin. AGFA will sell photographic chemicals and 
perfumes, and the Bayer company pharmaceuticals and 
dyes produced by the two organizations. The agree- 
ment marks the gradual unification of the new dye cartel. 





INSECTICIDE DRUMS PASS THE TEST 

Members of the Agricultural Insecticide and Fungi- 
cide Manufacturers’ Association have received a report 
from the Committee on Transportation and Interstate 
Commerce, co-operating with the Bureau of Explosives, 
on drums and bags which include the following facts: 
The new Stoll drum was found acceptable as having 
passed the requirements; American Can Co. has a new 
screw top calcium arsenate drum which is satisfactory; 
American Cyanamid Co. has a new calcium cyanide 
drum which satisfactorily passed the test; Carpenter 
Container Co. has a new 100 fb cardboard insecticide 
drum which is satisfactory; All drum heads must pro- 
ject below the side friction of the drum at least one 
quarter inch; No. 60 Kraft three-inch paper tape is 


a suitable equivalent of cambric tape; The sealing of 
paper bags by folding them over as a single sheet and 
pasting them inside the tube and fold is being modified; 
Rope stock bags are being favorably considered; On 
drums with sampling holes the hole is to be two inches; 
Kits for paris green up to 30 fb units only are allowed; 
All paper bags which were submitted were found to pass 
requirement tests with a wide margin of safety; The 
Bureau of Explosives requests a regulation requiring 
that cars used for shipping arsenic be thoroughly swept 
and flushed with water by the consignee before being 
returned into service. 





CAN INCREASE SYNTHETIC ACETIC OUTPUT 

In view of the threatened extinction of the wood 
chemical industry by the production of synthetic meth- 
anol in Germany, France and the United States, the 
future supply of acetate of lime and acetic acid has 
been investigated. At the present time, it is reported, 
the Shawinigan Products Corporation is producing 
synthetically 12,000 tons of glacial acetic acid per year 
at the Canadian plant of the company and it can mat- 
erially increase this production if necessary. Much of 
the product is shipped to England and the big bulk of 
English consumption is synthetic acid. A two-cent duty 
has to be paid on all shipments into the United States. 

Demand from England has been good for several 
years and the company has not cut prices to increase 
their American business. The chief Shawinigan prod- 
uct is calcium carbide, the acetic being synthesized from 
acetylene. Production was started in Canada slightly 
over seven years ago. Synthetic acetic acid is also be- 
ing produced on a commercial basis in France, Switzer- 
land and Germany. 


INVESTIGATE CHEMIST’S GOLD CLAIMS 


The claims of Richard Rodrian, of Gloversville, N. 
Y., a German chemist, that he can produce gold which 
he says assays $6,000 to the ton of quartz are being 
investigated by Deputy Attorneys General Borden H. 
Mills and Joseph C. A. Flynn, on instructions from 
Attorney General Albert Ottinger to see if the chemist 
in selling stock in his million dollar Northern Reduc- 
tion Co. had violated the provisions of the Martin law 
in regard to the sale of fraudulent securities. 

At the hearing it developed that Rodrian holds $250,- 
000 of the capital stock for his patents in the gold 
reduction process. Silas F. Horning, the discoverer of 
gold on Pinnacle Mountain and secretary of the com- 
pany, holds a similar amount of the stock for his 
mining claims, which embrace about sixty-seven acres 
of land which Horning said he bought for $3 an acre. 








Representatives of organized workers met educators, 
lawyers, bankers and business men, on Saturday, in the 
first industrial round table discussion looking toward the 


elimination of industrial waste. The meeting was held 
by the National Civic Federation at the Hotel Roose- 
velt and will be followed by similar councils in other 
cities of the country.

CHEMISTS DISCUSS RUST PREVENTION 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MarRKETS) 

Baltimore, Md., April 15—The American Chemical 
Society’s symposium on rust and corrosion, which an- 
nually destroy $300,000,000 worth of metals, was pre- 
sided over by Robert J. McKay, of International Nickel 
Co., who told the members of the Society that the 
cause of iron rust was not definitely known. Iron might 
have united directly with oxygen—that is, it might burn 
up just as wood or coal does, except more slowly; the 
rust might be the result of colloidal reactions; or it 
might be the result of electrochemical action. Inves- 
tigations of the last two years, he said, have definitely 
determined that electricity generated by the chemical 
action of water and air, and especially of the two in 
combination, was the chief cause. 

Dr. Colin G. Fink, professor of electrochemistry at 
Columbia University, described a process of making 
corrosion reverse itself—forcing rust, tarnish and other 
Cisintegrative products back into their original metallic 
state. The process was applied to the recreation of 
small art objects, coins, jewelry and other antiquities 
of Egypt, Greece, Rome and Etruria, which had degen- 
erated into mere lumps of corrosion. 

In some of these objects the metal was completely 
eaten up. No part of the surface remained. The chem- 
ical agents in the soil had in the course of twenty, 
thirty or more centuries changed the metal into a brown 
or green mass eight or ten times its original size and as 
fragile as a cake of chocolate. But so successfully did 
Dr. Fink and his colleague, Charles H. Eldridge, apply 
their system of electrochemical restoration that the 
crumbling lumps were transformed into metal again and 
made to reassume their original shape and design.

DR. TEEPLE TELLS SOME POTASH FACTS 
(Special to Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS) 

Baltimore, April 15—Dr. John E. Teeple told the 
chemists at the meeting of the American Chemical 
Society: “If Muscle Shoals were converted into a plant 
for producing nitrogen from the air it would never 
produce a sufficient quantity to make any appreciable 
difference in the cost of fertilizer to the farmer. 

“This country still gets almost as large a proportion 
of potash from Europe as it did before the war, in 
spite of what has been said since the war about the 
independence of this country in that respect,” said Dr. 
Teeple. “Ninety per cent of the potash which is used 
as fertilizer comes from Germany and from Alsace, 
,which France recovered as a result of the war. Only 
10 per cent of what we use is produced in this country.”

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Wrong Impression of Drug Imports 
Editor, Druc & CHEMICAL MARKETS: 

In the April 8th edition, you report my statement 
to the Drug & Chemical Section of the New York Board 
of Trade & Transportation last Wednesday on holding 
up of shipments by the Department of Agriculture. 
In your report, it makes it appear that I impugn the 
honesty of officials of the Department of Agriculture 
and as this is not entirely in accord with the statement 
as I made it, I should dislike very much to have a 
wrong impression prevail. 

In my statement at that meeting, I said that unfor- 
tunately foreign shippers generally labor under the im- 
pression that goods are held up or passed by the De- 
partment of Agriculture at the will of the importer 
and that if after an importer has made a purchase a 
market goes down and it would be more favorable 
for him not to accept the merchandise, that he can 
simply go to some official in the Department and by 
using influence or by buying it, can have the parcel 
rejected, and that while here we know that this is far 
from the truth, that some unusual things have happened 
from time to time that allow such an impression to gain 
ground abroad. 

As I was very anxious that there should be no mis- 
interpretation of my remarks, I prepared the article 
beforehand an read it at the meeting and am sending 
you herewith a copy of the portion of it referring to 
this question. I hope you will make a suitable cor- 
rection of this in your next issue.

The address of Charles L. Huisking, chairman, Drug 
Trade Section, New York Board of Trade and Tran- 
sportation, stated in part: “Unfortunately, foreign ship- 
pers generally labor under the impression that goods 
are held up or passed by the Department of Agricul- 
ture at the will of the importer; that if, after an im- 
porter has made a purchase a market goes down, and 
it would be more favorable for him not to accept the 
merchandise he can simply go to some official in the 
department and by using a little influence, or by buying 
it, can have the parcel rejected. Of course, we know 
full well that this is far from the truth, and I argued 
lengthily with many exporters abroad and tried to con- 
vince them that they had an entirely wrong concep- 
tion of matters here. The unfortunate part, however, 
is that it is only’ the unusual cases that are talked 
about or advertised, and it has happened that parcels 
of goods rejected here have been shipped back to the 
other side, the marks changed and sent back here and 
then passed through. Of course this is the exception 
rather than the rule, and these exceptions could always 
be explained if the opportunity were given. But the 
fact is that a tremendous amount of dissatisfaction 
exists abroad, and it would be a welcome relief if per- 
haps more discretion were exercised in the department, 
or possibly a little more leeway given. In any event 
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something should be done in the interest of fair play, 
so that that branch of our government should not be 
held up to ridicule. I also believe that if concrete ex- 
amples are brought to the attention of responsible 
officials in the Department of Agriculture improvement 
might be looked for.”

Last Last Last War 
Today Week Month Year Peak 
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Last week was probably the quietest experienced 
in the fine chemical market since the beginning of the 
year. Some dealers who have been handling large shjp- 
ments during the lean months of February and early 
March report a falling off in volume of trade since 
about the middle of last month. A holiday lull might 
account for some of the slackness, especially in foreign 
trade the holidays being more extended than in this 
country. Some items are showing fair activity. Bro- 
mides are in some inquiry with shipment prices from 
abroad much higher. Interest in quicksilver seems to 
be lagging with spot material in evidence. Menthol 
and camphor hold the attention of some, but the flurry 
of general interest seems to have fallen off. 


Acetanilid—Fair activity continues for this item with 
prices showing no tendency to change. 


Acid, Acetylsalicylic—Demand continues of a routine 
nature with prices held at a constant level. 


Acid, Benzoic—No change has developed in this sit- 
uation since recent cut by makers to 69c@70c for U.S.P. 
Some lots are understood to be still available at 65c fb. 

Acid, Citric—Prices remain unchanged with imported 
acid quoted at half a cent higher than domestic. Ac- 
tivity continues to be of a routine nature only. 

Acid, Diethylbarbituric—Fair demand continues with 
occasional sales reported at unvaried prices. 

Acid, Phosphoric—Activity in this item continues to 
be of a routine nature only with prices held at former 
figures. 


Acid, Salicylic—Sales have been reported at the low- 
ered figure of 34c@35c fb. but little activity is shown. 


Acid Tartaric—German prices have approached Am- 
erican by another quarter cent so that they now quote 
at 28%4c@28%c fb with domestic acid at 29c fb. 


BEUG AND FINE CHEMICAL SECTION 


Alcohol—There has been no change in schedule prices 
but sizable quantities are offered on the market at 
figures considerably under the schedule. Denatured No. 
1 is officially named at 59%4c@63%4c gal. as to quantity 
but figures as low as 48%c have been heard. Schedule 
for No. 5 is 50%c@56%c gal. 

Aloin — Inquiry continues scarce with prices un- 
changed at former figures. 

Amidopyrine—With stocks in the hands of a very 
few holders and little buying interest in evidence, no 
price change has been effected for this product. 

Antipyrine — Despite predictions ‘in some quarters 
that there will be an advance for this item, no change 
has yet made its appearance. Demand is normal with 
deliveries made promptlly. 

Bay Rum—Prices continue at former figures although 
one or two lower figures have been rumored. St. 
Thomas medicated is named at $0.95@$1.00 with other 
brands at 85c@95c as to quantity and brand. 

Bromides—Reports from Germany indicate sharp ad- 
vances for shipment which will place the German prod- 
uct considerably above .the American. It is stated 
that Germany is starting the manufacture of tetraethyl 
lead so that the situation there is similar to the one 
existing in this country about a year ago. However, 
German sellers have refused to consider a shipment of 
American bromides at figures lower than those named 
over there. Ammonium bromide is named at 52c c.i.f. 
for shipment with the spot market somewhat higher 
on a scarcity of material at 48c@50c and the American 
at 53c tb. Shipment prices for sodium and potassioum 
are 42c and 43%c respectively. 

Caffeine—Prices remain firm at schedule figures with 
demand rather small at present. 


Camphor—The corner on this item seems to have 
been short lived as most dealers are again quoting 
77%c for Japanese slabs. Very little buying interest 
is shown which fact is attributed in some quarters to 
the clemency of the weather. American camphor con- 
tinues firm at 84cib for the slabs. 

Cocaine—No new developments have appeared since 
the recently antfounced advance to $8.07 for the hydro- 
chloride. 

Codliver Oil—Although the catch this year exceeds 
the catch of last year by about 25 per cent the yield 
per cod is less so that dealers in Norway are loath 
to part with the oil at what has recently been offered. 
The price has advanced during the week to $29@$31 
bbl. as to quantity and brand with many producers 
holding as to quantity for still higher figures. 

Cream Tartar—No change has been reported in this 
situation with imported product within half a cent 
as high as the domestic, due to increased costs of 
production abroad. 

Formaldehyde—Prices remain unchanged at 9c@9%e 
tb, for U. S. P. with movement normal. 

Fusel Oil—Despite keen competition in this item the 
price has been advanced to $2.75@$2.85 fb. 

Glycerin—There has been no change in this situation 
with prices in the West slightly under prices in the 
East. 


Guaiacol Carbonate—Prices continue low with some 
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edd lots quoted as low as $2.15@$2.35 but first hands 
are firm at $2.75@$2.90. It is understood that pres- 
ent stocks cannot be replaced at under $3.15@$3.20. 


Menthol—Although the price is officially $12 offers 
have been made at $11.25 for cases and $11.75 less cases, 
with small buying interest shown. 


Mercury— Spot market continues to be quoted at 
$83@$84 flask with about 200 flasks afloat on this 
market. Very little easing is looked for as the London 
price is still high. 

Podophyllin—Price has declined to $4.50@$4.75 with 
resale material named at $4.30@$4.50 fb. 


Potassium Permanganate—Some strength is reported 
for this item but the imported product is obtainable 
at 14%c tb with domestic at 15c@lé6c. 


Sodium Benzoate—This situation reported unchanged 
with demand only fair. 


Thymol—No change has been reported for this item 
since the recent decline. 





HOW PRICE CUTTING INJURES TRADE 


“Price cutting is demoralizing trade,” says the Drug 
Trade Bureau of Public Information. “Because the 
manufacturer under the law as now construed by the 
courts cannot protect his distributors against price- 
cutting rivals, both wholesale and retail trade have be- 
come demoralized to an alarming extent. The exper- 
ience of the past year has emphasized the need of 
legislation to prevent the employment by price cutters 
of standard identified merchandise of known quality as 
bait with which to obtain the patronage of the public. 

“Until about a dozen ve>rs ago it was the understand- 
ing throughout the business community that manufac- 
turers had the right to agree with their distributors 
upon the prices at which their products should be sold 
to the consumer and today the United States is the only 
civilized country in the world in which the right of the 
producer to contract with his distributors for the main- 
tenance of the resale price of his goods is denied.” 





IMPROVING U. S. BOTANICAL DRUGS 

“Conditions governing the crude drug situation during 
1924 have changed quite a little since 1923,” says Her- 
bert R. McIlvaine, of McIlvaine Brothers, in the sixty- 
fourth annual report of the Philadelphia Drug Exchonge. 
“A very constructive effort is being made by the De- 
partment of Agriculture to improve the quality of Amer- 
ican botanical drugs. It is, of course, more difficult 
to control the domestic drug supply than the imported, 
as the domestic goods come from various sections of the 
United States, and do not pass through any common 
point, where they can be checked up.” 





Egyptian imports of medicinal preparations during 
1923 amounted to £267,587 (Egyptian) against £271,- 
645 (Egyptian) in 1922. According to Lloyd A. Nolan, 
chemical division of the Department of Commerce, most 
of this material came from France, the United King- 
dom and Germany in the order named. The United 
States sent material amounting to about £11,955 
(Egyptian) in 1923. 


Latvia’s imports of prepared medicines in 1923 were 
valued at 216,766 lats (1 lat about 19 cents), compared 
with 125,094 lats in 1922. The bulk came from Ger- 
many, France, and Switzerland, with insignificant 
amounts from the United Sates.

(Special Cable to Druc & CHEMICAL MarkKETS) 

London, April 15.—Cheap lots of cascara sagrada 
have been cleared and quotations advanced. Bromides 
also are higher. The market is firm on benzol and 
agar agar, and easier on carbolic acid, the salicylates, 
guiacol carbonate, phenazone and permanganate of pot- 
ash. 

Prices are lower for Zanzibar cloves and African 
ginger. 

Codliver oil is firmer. Lofoten fishing closed on Sun- 
day, April 12. Quotations at Bergen are 108 shillings 
f. o. b. Norway. 

Trading in fine chemicals and crude drugs is quiet 
following the Easter Holidays, leading houses having 
been closed for four days. 

London, April 4. (By Mail).—After an interval of 
two months the public Drug Auctions passed off under 
quite promising conditions. The available supplies were, 
however, only moderate and for the most part prices 
realised were in favor of buyers. Quite a good busi- 
ness was done immediately after the sales. The prin- 
cipal features were: 

Ipecacuanha is a firm market and Matto Grosso fetch- 
ed 7s 11d per tb. plump quality 8s selected 8s 3d. 

Rhubarb was in plentiful supply, especially China, 
which without reserve was all disposed of at lower rates, 
Shensi at 2s3d to 2s6d per lb., while medium Canton fetch- 
ed 1s8d per tb. High dried brought from 1s3d per fb. 
down to 8d per fb. for the dark. 

Senna was slow of sale, fair greenish Tinnevelly fetch- 
ing 4d per tb. Tinnevelly pods 5% to 6d per tb., and 
Alexandra 1s per fb. 

In the fine chemicals salicylic acid and aspirin are a 
shade lower. Thymol is more firmly held. Barbitone, 
now very little used, is lower and all benzol derivatives 
are much firmer on higher cost of raw material. 





Dr. G. C. A. van Dorp, president of the Society of 
Chemical Industry, Katwijk, Holland, a member of 
American Chemical Society who has been in this coun- 
try several weeks conferring with American chemists, 
says that the hardships that followed the war were 
much better for Holland than-the prosperity enjoyed 
during the conflict. “During the war,” Dr. van Dorp 
said, “People could get any price for their products, 
and the ease with which they acquired wealth hurt the 
country morally. In the hardships that followed, for 
a time we did not have enough to eat, and lacked 
fuel to heat our homes, but the experience brought 
back a moral stamina that we did not have a few 
years ago.” . 


The “Industrie und Handels-Zeitung”, Hamburg, for 
March 20 has an article acknowledging that Germany 
no longer holds the dominant position in the chemical 
industry held prior to the war. Particular emphasis 
is laid on the fact that America is now supplying 
bromides for her own use and stands in a fair way 
to supply other countries to the detriment of the Ger- 
man trade.

The crude drug market showed rather unexpected 
activity, last week, with some startling changes in price. 
At this time of the year most dealers look for slow 
business as buyers are waiting for new crop material 
and reports on expected crop. For that reason the ac- 
tivity shown last week was unexpected. There has been 
some falling off but not as much as there was a year 
ago which is regarded as a favorable omen. The out- 
standing features of the week’s activity were sharp ad- 
vances in the price of insect powder, due to higher quo- 
tations from abroad on the flowers, and declines in the 
price of buchu leaves and ergot. Other advances were 
shown in golden seal, lycopodium, manna, quassia chips, 
Mexican sarsaparilla and powdered senna. 

Agar Agar—Market continues steady at recently low- 
ered prices. 

Aloes—No new developments reported for this situa- 
tion, prices remaining unchanged at recently advanced 
figures. 

Alkanet Root—Market continues strong with prices 
unchanged. 

Althea Root—Slightly greater inquiry manifested but 
prices are held. 

Arabic Gum—This item continues to hold a strong 
market with prices unvaried. 

Asfetida— Another’ one cent advance was recorded 
bringing the price for the U. S: P. up ‘to 25c@26c tb. 

Balsams—This situation shows no change with prices 
for copaiba Para at, 52c@55c. tb, copaiba South Amer- 
ican at 56c@60c, Canada fir at, $11@$12 gal., Oregon 
fir at $1.00@$1.20 gal., Peru at $1.90@$2.00 and. Tolu 
at $1.45@$1.60. 
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Buchu Leaves—The situation with regard to this 
item has eased considerably during the past week and 
spot material is now quoting at 65c@70c tb. in bales 
with smaller quantities at 72-@76c tb. Shipment prices 
are heard at much lower figures. The prospects of the 
new crop are influencing the market to quite an extent. 


Cardamom—This item is reported in a stronger posi- 
tion with prices up to $2.60@$3.00 for the bleached, $2.- 
30@$2.55 for the decorticated and $1.65@$1.70 for the 
green. 

Cascara Sagrada—Prices remain unchanged for this 
material with market fairly strong. 

Clover Tops—An advance of two cents has been re- 
ported for this item making the price 19c@22c tb. 


Cloves—No further changes have developed since the 
recent fluctuations in price of the Zanzibar. 


Cohosh Root—Price remains unchanged at 8c@10c tb. 
Colocynth Pulp—Price has declined to 24c@27c tb. 


Cowhage—An advance of 10c oz. has been reported 
for this item making the new price 70c oz. 

Dandelion Root—Although most dealers are holding 
to 20c or 2lc tb. some has been offered at 18c@20c fb. 
It is stated that holders are anxious to get rid of their 
stocks before summer sets in. 

Ergot—This item can be bought for 48c@5lc fb. with 
some dealers holding higher ideas as to price. 


Golden Seal Root—Price has been advanced to $4.- 
55@$4.60 tb. which price is more in accordance with 
the ideas of the growers. 

Insect Powder—With a sharp advance in the flowers 
the powder has advanced to 41c@46c tb. The flowers 
have advanced to 32c@33c for the open and 34c@35c 
for the .closed. 

Ipecac Root— There thas been no change in this item 
with both the Rio and Cartagena quoted at the same 
price. 

Lycopodium—Despite recently reported weakness in 
this material an advance has been shown this past week 
making the new price 77c@90c fb. 


Manna—Some strengthening is shown for this with 
price for large flakes up to 68c@73c tb. and small flakes 
at 40c@43c fb. 

Marjoram Leaves—French leaves continue scarce with 
German steady at unchanged prices. 


Nux Vomica—Market continues in normal activity, 
with supplies of buttons limited. No price changes re- 
ported. 

Quassia Chips—Price has been advanced to 7-@7¥%c 
per pound. 

Rhubarb Root—Local market is weak in spite of 
numerous reports that the Chinese market is strength- 
ening daily. Prices show no change. 

Sabadilla—Powdered sabadilla is reported easier at 
reduced price of 48c@20c. fb. 

Saffron’ Flowers—Some activity has been shown in 
the flowers but prices remain unchanged at recently 
reduced price of $34@$35 for the Valencia and 40c@43c 
for the American. 

Sarsaparilla—Mexican is reported much stronger with 
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price advanced to 25c@26c tb on spot. Honduras shows 
no change at 68c@70c fb. 

Senna—Powdered Tinnevelly has advanced to 9%4c- 
@10c tb. with whole leaf and pods unchanged. 

Spikenard Root—This item is much weaker and is now 
obtainable at the greatly reduced figure of 16c@18c fb. 

Strophanthus Seed—Kombe seed is easier at the low- 
er price of 90c@$1.00 tb. in bags. Hispidus is not ob- 
tainable. 

Tragacanth Gum—Recent firmness is reflected in an 
advance in the price of this gum which is now. quoted 
at $1.40@$1.45 for No. 1 ribbon, $1.15@$1.20 for No. 
2 with powdered unchanged. 


Turpentine—True Venice has been advanced to 26c@- 
27c tb with artificial unchanged at 11c@13c fb. 





At the London drug Auction on March 26, few of- 
ferings were made and demand was slight. Prices 
favored the buyer, especially in the case of rhubarb 
which went on forced sales. Buchu was in larger de- 
mand at easy prices, cardamoms steady, dragon’s blood 
failed to sell and menthol was forced off at somewhat 
lower prices. Senna was unchanged and Jamaica sar- 
saparilla held firm. 


Exports of kauri gum from New Zealand during Feb- 
ruary amounted to 319 tons, valued at £27,682, of which 
153 tons were shipped to the United Kingdom, 140 tons 
to the United States, 25 tons to the Netherlands and 1 
ton to Australia, according to George H. Lincks, New 
York importer. Production during February was 492 
tons, and during the first half of March 300 tons. 


John P. Diedolf of P. E. Anderson & Co. New 
York, crude drug importers, has resigned, effective 
May 1, and will join the sales staff of Miner Edgar 
Co., New York. Mr. Diedolf has been with Anderson 
for the past four years and was connected with Mc- 
Kesson & Robbins during the previous four years.

This average was ex- 
ceeded in 1920 when 10,000 tons were exported. United 
States received approximately 10 per cent of the 
exports. 


Francis E. Holliday, general representative for the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association, and Mrs. 
Holliday, who were presented with a European trip 
by the Association in recognition of his twenty-five 
years of service, returned on board the Leviathan, April 6. 


Exports of gum acacia from the Sudan during the 
fiscal year 1923-24 were 20,653 tons, compared with 
19,370 tons for a like period in 1922-23.

Demand for essential oils and aromatic chemicals drop- 
ped to low ebb during the early part of this week. Al- 
though prices throughout the group showed a fairly 
steady tendency, more declines than advances were reg- 
istered. Competition is keener owing to slower busi- 
ness. Natural sassafras is lower following last week’s 
sharp cut in the artificial. Holders are doing down 
to 60c spot for oil cedar leaf in drums on larger offers. 
Imports of pinus sylvestris have brought a sharp break 
in the price. Artificial mustard oil thas declined in com- 
petition. Ceylon citronella prices continue to slump in 
the spot market. U. S. P. cassia is again higher this 
week. Along with anise, its strong position is main- 
tained. Peppermint shows no change in price, although 
quotations for U. S. P. indicate that spot holdings are 
small. 


Essential Oils 
Oil Anise—Spot prices are strong although inquiry has 


dropped off somewhat this week. Technical oil is held 
at 60c@62c tb. spot in cases with U. S. P. at 65c. 


Oi Bergamot—As low as $3.50 and as high as $3.90 
per pound is quoted for bergamot in coppers on spot, 
varying according to brand and quantity. Best previous 
figure heard was $3.60. Demand is dull and position 
somewhat easier. 


Oil Caraway—Spot position is easy although good 
quality oil continues to command $2.25 fb., inside rang- 
ing to $2.50 for some brands. 

Oil Cassia—Prices on spot for U. S. P. oil are again 
higher at $2.50 fb. Some lots might be picked up at $2.- 
45, but general quotations are 5c higher than this. Sit- 
uation in China still is reflected in spot strength. Tech- 
nical oil available at $2.10 fb. spot. 

Oil Cedar Wood—Larger offers of cedar wood have 
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brought further shading this week. Spot drums are 
available at 60c tb. although up to 63c is named by 
some sellers. Demand less active. Cedar leaf oil quiet 
at 82c fb. 

Oil Citronella—Downward trend in Ceylon citronella 
continues with little demand for spot goods. Drums, 
Schimmel test oil, are quoted at 65c fb. Tins are five 
cents higher than this. Java oil is quiet and dull at 
$1.10 spot. 

Oil Cloves—Distillers vary in prices, $1.75 tb. being 
inside for cans and $1.85 being named in one instance. 
Price steady with demand routine. 

Oil Eucalyptus—Little or nothing doing in eucalyptus. 
Small demand, however, has not brought out anything 
under last week’s drum price of 55c spot. 


Oil Juniper Berries—Although demand is small, con- 
tinued short output and limited stocks both here and 
abroad keep the price high and firm. 


Oil Lemon—Generally named at $1.05 although odd 
lots might be picked up for slightly less. Range up 
to $1.25 as to brand for coppers. Domestic lemon was 
quoted unchanged at $1.05 spot by the sales agent. 


Oil Limes—Strong with spot supplies of both express- 
ed and distilled in small supply. 

Oil Mustard—Price has been reduced to $2.30@$2.40 
per pound for artificial in competition according to quan- 
tity and sellers. 

Oil Orange—Situation firm and unchanged as to prices. 
Sicilian shows a wide range from $2.75 inside to $3.00 
as to brand. West Indian still at $2.65 and American 
at $2.80 spot. 


Oil Peppermint—Spot prices for peppermint are gen- 
erally unchanged although the range has been widened 
in the case of the U. S. P. oil. Inside for U. S. P. 
appears to be $14.50 with holders quoting all the way 
to $16.00 for single case lots. Natural oil is still avail- 
able at $13.50 tb. spot cases and $13.25 in drums. Latest 
reports from the country indicate that practically every- 
thing has been cleaned out. In fact, one dealer stated 
that an order for. 5,000 lbs. if sent to Michigan, might 
push the price to $20. Even with the large quantities 
of substitutes being used, peppermint stock's will no more 
than last until new crop oil comes in, another stated. 
Nevertheless, holders of spot oil do not appear too cer- 
tain of their market and are evidently willing to make 
sales when and how they can. Everybody in the trade 
looks forward to a record 1925 peppermint crop. 

Oil Pinus Sylvestris—Recent imports have brought a 
sharp drop in the spot price, holders now quoting from 
85c fb. up to $1.10 as to seller. U.S. P. pinus pumilio 
at $2.25. 

Oil Sandalwood—Steady with demand routine. Stand- 
ard brands quoted from $7.00 to $7.25 tb. spot for U. 
S. P. material as to seller and quantity. 

Oil Sassafras—Offers of natural sassafras at lower 
prices followed fast week’s cut in the artificial. Spot 
at 95c per pound with the possibility of slightly lower on 
firm business. Range up to $1.10 as to seller. Lower 
price for artificial has caused spurt in buying as few 
believe price will stay at 27c for long. 


Oil Wormseed—Most houses are naming $3.15 fb. 
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spot, although $3.10 is mentioned. Up to $3.25 is quoted. 
Demand is dull. 
Aromatic Chemicals 

Coumarin—Demand for coumarin keeps up. Deliveries 
from makers reported good. Makers maintain schedule 
with no resale material noted except at same level. 

Diethyl Phthalate—Competition continues keen, but 
‘prices retain their position unchanged. Drums run all 
the way from 33c up to 38c fb. as to maker. 

Menthol—Prices are down to $11.25 tb. spot for limit- 
ed lots on imports of last week. Less case lots held 
at $11.75@$12.00 tb. The market is not weak and the 
cut is believed to be merely a move by a leading factor 
in view of recent imports. 

Methyl Salicylate—Moving steadily both from makers 
and outside hands. Makers maintain 47c fb. for cases. 
Second hand material at 44c@45c fb. 

Terpineol—Steady with competition continuing keen 
among producers. Prices are firm, but subject to a wide 
variation according to seller. Best inside for drums is 
37c tb. works. Spot cans 45c. 

Vanillin—Steady movement into consumption from 
makers on contract. Outside lots of limited size still 
selling at slight concessions. 

Vanilla Beans 

Movement of beans continues in a limited way al- 
though the volume totals fairly large when all the small 
business is bulked. Prices for beans are firm with 
Mexicans $9.50 for manufacturing grade up to $11.00 
for prime. The Bourbon range is $8.50@$9.50. 





DEMAND FOR LAVENDER IS ACTIVE 


The picking of lavender flowers usually commences 
in August and ends in September. In most places it 
grows wild, but at the present time a few peasants have 
started its cultivation. The harvest last year was con- 
sidered good, but many manufacturers lost considerably, 
for the grass after being cut was piled outside the fac- 
tories without any cover, where it was rained on, making 
the yield less. Several manufacturers stated that more 
than enough orders came from the United States to 
take this year’s yield. Owing to demand, the products 
of the lavender flower have been the cause of much 
speculation. The manufacturers recently held a secret 
conference at Grasse, of which nothing is known except 
that they agreed to pay the peasants no less than 9 
francs per kilo for lavenders. If hearsay is true, no 
maximum price was agreed upon. The exports to the 
United States amounted to 42,012 pounds valued at 
$218,539 in 1922; 50,346 pounds at $435,346 in 1923; and 
52,770 pounds at $265,476 in 1924, the difference between 
the years 1923 and 1924 being accounted for by the dif- 
ference in rates of price conversion. 





JONQUIL HARVEST IS AT ITS HEIGHT 

The jonquil harvest in France is now at its height, 
and the small demand in recent years has caused the 
cultivation of this plant to be partly abandoned, accord- 
ing to the “American Perfumer & Essential Oil Re- 
view,” which says: “For the last two years this perfume 
has been coming back into favor. As a large crop 1s 
not expected, high prices can be looked for. The market 
price for this year’s jasmine is not as high as last, never- 
theless, the decrease, if it occurs at all, will not be very 
appreciable. Jasmin products are the most frequently 
used constituents in perfumery and the only ones, per- 
haps, which according to some producers, are without 
competition from synthetic sources.” 
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SOME ITALIAN OILS GETTING SCARCE 
(Special Correspondence to Druc & CHEMICAL MarKETS) 

Milan, Italy, April 4—Angelica oil obtained from the 
roots is still available but that extracted from the seeds 
is very scarce. Chinese anis oil is quoted higher. The 
essence of orange flowers, produced in Sicily and Cala- 
bria, is offered in several grades, the first quality being 
most in demand. Bay S. Thomas oil is scarce, and the 
price has risen. Blue chamomiles are in very strong 
demand, but are obtainable only in small lots. Chinese 
cinnamon has advanced owing to the higher quotations 
in the primary market. The Italian production of lav- 
ander oil is fair, and good prices are maintained for 
the better quality. Italian peppermint oil is scarce and 
quotations have been influenced by the higher prices 
of the American and Japanese products.
